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DETAILED ACTION 

This application was filed 4/27/2005 and is a 371 of PCT/GB03/ 04661 
(10/28/2003) which claims priority to UK 0225579.1 (11/02/2002). Claims 1-13 are 
before the Examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter, i.e. "Use of" is not a statutory subject matter; 
however, "A method of using..." is proper statutory subject matter. 

Double Patenting 

3. Claims 10 and 11 are rejected to under 37 CFR 175 as being a substantial 
duplicate of claim 1. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so 
close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in 
wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). The language of 
claims 10 and 11 that have a use do not further limit the compound of claim 1. If a 
"Method of treatment" claim is wanted, then the claims need to be rewritten as such. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1-9 are allowable over the prior art of record. The closest art is US Patent 
6225318 Sobolov-Jaynes. However, Sobolov-Jaynes compounds have a quinazolone 
core as compared to the instantly claimed quinoline core.
